But not all her scientific 
calculation could chart a successful 
course in the hearts of men, then, 
nor will it today if other men stand 
ready to defend what is their own, 
what they want, and what they be- 
lieve in.

LONDON —(fP)— British 


fighting planes on Crete were 
withdrawn after the German 
parachutist

air-borne 


troop attack started because of 
"the pronounced disadvantage 
under which our fighters were 
operating," it was authorita- 
tively disclosed Thursday.

do otherwise

have been a waste of the air 
forces involved," said a state- 
ment, which warned against

Crete analogous to what Britain 
might expect. 


"The distance of, Crete from 


our airdromes in Egype is such 
as to preclude any possibility 
of strong air support by the 
RAF from our bases there," the 
statement said. 


The defense operation nt Crete, it 


said, 'must be regarded as one in 
which, on our side, naval land forces 
primarily are^gmploycd. Offensive air 
operations are, however .being car- 
ried out by our bomber units in 
Egypt against airdromes from which 
the enemy arc operating in their at- 
tacks on Crete."

bassies and legations in Paris,

Germans announced Thursday, des- 
cribing the request as not directed at 
any particular country but designed 
to bring the embassies together at 
Vichy. 


"Vichy is the present 
capital of 


France and that is where diploma- j 
tic representatives belong," a spokes- 
man said. 


There is no objection to any na- 


tion having diplomatic relations with 
Germany to have consulates in Paris, 
h« added, however. 


Canned Melon 
Juice Sought 


New Industry Seen 
in Inquiry From 
Philadelphia 


There is in prospect a new industry 


for Hope. Canned watermelon juice 
is in demand, according to Gimble 
Bros, of Philadelphia, Penn. 


The Chamber of Commerce received 


several days ago a letter from this 
store stating that they are having 
calls every week for canned water- 
melon juice. 


The chamber wrote them at once 


that it knew of no such product'on 
the market, but if there is a demand 
for 
it, local people would experi- 


ment on canning this product and re- 
port later. The letter also explained 
that Hope is famous for both the size 
and quality of its melons and that 
the largest melon in the world weigh- 
ing 195 pounds was raised here, 


If watermelon juice can be canned 


and a market found for it, the other 
parts of the melon can also be made 
into other canned products, such as 
citron, pickles and preserves. This 
should make the watermelon a much 
more profitable crop.

have something to ponder if he reads 
"Louisiana Hayride" (Morrow: ,?3). 
This is much more than a mere re 
hash of the malodorous Huey Long re- 
gime in Louisiana. It is an examina- 
tion of why the Long dictatorship 
was possible, and a warning of why 
a similar situation might be possible 
again. Fascinating in the details of 
how a native brand of Fascism fast- 
ened itself on a whole region, Harnett 
T. Kane's book has a message for 
everyone who is concerned with free- 
dom's future. For instance: 


Dictatorship came to Louisiana be- 


cause the democracy that the state 
knew appeared 
inadequate to the 


needs of large groups of its citizens. 
Huey Long's richly potent materials 
were not original to him. They were 
the same as those with which many 
another has aspired to power. But he 
alone was personally equipped, and 
rose at 
the 
moment—thus 
far—of 


maximum effectiveness, to reach close 
to his goal. The advantages held forth 
by 
the native 
totalitarinism 
were 


more inviting than the known services 
of the known regime. 


In America as a whole, as in Louis- 


iana, the old questions of human 
went and human security have not 
been fully answered. The wrench of 
a sudden further contraction in the 
nation's standard of living would be 
certain to cause new unrest, to thrust 
forward new figures to lead expres- 
sion of that unrest. 


The end of the second World War, 


the conclusion of the 
multibillion 


defense program, inevitably will have 
sharp repercussions. Whatever Amer- 
ica's role in that conflict, a persua- 
sive voice may rise to offer its mil- 
lions the "efficiency," the order, the 
burning appeal of the other way. 


There are those in America who, 


impelled by temperament and cir- 
cumstances, would follow such a man 


. . The answer is neither stand- 


patism nor retreat. It must be a re- 
affirmation of faith in national unity, 
a rededication to democracy. To save 
democracy, have more of it, not less.

Fears Allies 
Losing Atlantic 


Army Leader 
Fears Collapse of 
British Empire 


SHANGHAI — (IP)— Rear Admiral 


William Glnssford, commander of the 
U. S. Yangtze naval patrol declared 
Thursday night that the battle of the 
Atlantic "at this moment is being 
lost by the Allies." 


"We are not only facing inevitable 


defeat of England and collapse of the 
British empire but also defeat of the 
U. S. unless something is done," he 
added. 


Glassford told an audience of Chin- 


ese and American business men here 
that something must be done "to 
stop the sinking of Allied ships in 
the Atlantic which are going on fast- 
er than they can be replaced." 


"Once again," he declared, "it is 


the United States' job to save Eng- 
land. 


"This means ships. 
'Once again we are asked to builc 


a colossal merchant marine to carry 
war supplies to England. We shal 
do it. But it is not evident soon 
this will not be enough. These ship! 
must get safely across the Atlantic.' 


Referring to the possibility of con- 


voys, the admiral said, "This is the 
one real and deadly efective solu- 
tion. But just how we are to in- 
sure safe passage of the Atlantic re- 
mains to be seen."

LONDON (fP)— Britain warned the 


Vichy government Thursday if France 
pursues her "declared policy of col- 
laboration' 
with 
Germany, British 


forces will strike "the enemy where- 
over he may be found" without 'any 
distinction between occupied and un- 
occupied territory." 


In advising the House of Com- 


mons of possible war action against 
any part of the expansive French 
empire, Foreign Secretary Eden said 
the Vichy government had "embarked 
on a course which must place the re 
sources and territories of France in- 
creasingly at the disposal" of Ger- 
many. 


The British government is con- 


fident, Eden said, that the French 
people themselves look upon this po- 
licy as "incompatible" with honor.

Dean Stuart P. Cromer of the Med- 
cial School, who probably will be 
replaced by Dr. Byron Lewis Robin- 
son, professor of anatomy and faculty 
member since 1925. 


Removal of Dr. W. R. Horlachcr 


as dean of the College of Agriculture 
appears certain. Dean Horlacher, it 
was reported, will be offered a position 
in the Division of Research. 


Horace E. Thompson, assistant di- 


rector of the Extension Service of 
the College of Agriculture, is sche- 
duled to be retained. 


It was reported that the board con- 


sidered the possibility of retaining 
Presiednt Fulbright if his mother, 
Mrs. Roberta Fulbright, publisher of 
the Northwest Arkansas Times at 
Fayetteville, would retire from the 
newspaper business, but this was flat- 
ly denied by most of the trustees. 
The others said they had no know- 
ledge of such a suggested compromise.
